The president shock bauds with 


the entire town cf Taft and delivered 
a speech is. tte schooihouse. The 
handshaking was not mu< h uf an or- 
deal, for Taft has a population of 
only 300 souls. 


The town is on the C. P. Taft 


ranch, and the eight-mile drive which 
the president took to it was on his 
brother's estate for the entire dis- 
tance. Taft Is CKC of the few towns 
that went Republican unanimously in 
the last national campaign, and for 
this reason and because it Is named 
In honor cf his brother, the president 
favored it with a speech. 


Before he get to the epeechmaking. 


however, Taft had shown him how a 
steam plow worked, had shown him 
the town dairy and treated him to a 
big dish of ice cream and a glass of 
buttermilk, and had escorted him to 
the town's abattoir and the packing 
house. 
The tcwn 
was undecided 


whether the president would like to 
see the slaughter house la full oper- 
ation or not, Imt after some discus- 
sion they came to the conclusion that 
the abattoir ought to be kept tidy 
while tfce president was there.
